Good Shape 


During the first ten months of this 
year Edmonton's tax collecting depart- 
ment took in more money than it ever did 
before in a corresponding period. The total 
ran to more than $4,464,000. Of this, 
something less than a million dollars came 
from the sale of property that had been 
forfeited for non-payment of taxes in 
former years—also a ten month record. 

There is nothing the matter with Ed- 
monton’s financial! position. Its revenue is 
in flood, taxes are being paid promptly, 
and forfeited property redeemed. Many 
hundreds of new houses are going up—as 
rapidly as men and materials permit— 
thus adding millions to the fixed assets 
which will be contributors of tax-money 
in future. 

This is particularly fortunate at a time 
when it is again becoming possible to 
undertake street and other improvements 
on a broad scale. With a large post-war 
construction fund laid away, and current 
income large, money will be available 
with which to carry on the work. Borrow- 
ing will not have to be done, unless for 
quite exceptional yen expenditures 


A Great Circle Jaunt 


Canada’s Army, or a section of it, is to 
go down north again this winter. It will 
Jeave Churchill in February, using spe- 
cially designed winter transport vehicles, 
make a 3100 mile swing across the sub- 
arctics, touching the northern sea, and 
coming into Edmonton in May by the 
Alaska highway. 

En route the “Musk Ox” formation 
will be fed and supplied by planes of the 
R.C.A.F. It will have no land lines of com- 
munication, but will depend on the airmen 
to deliver the right things at the right 
places at the right times. Fuel will neces- 
Sarily be one of the chief items in the air- 
borne cargoes, quite as necessary in such 
circumstances as food, clothing and other 
essentials, 

That, it is interesting to recall, is how 
Britain’s 14th and 15th Armies won the 
war in Burma. Troops were dropped by 
giders hundreds of miles behind the en- 
emy lines, and supplied by planes across 
vast stretches of jungle, mountain and 
Swamp. The result? Of 80,000 men massed 
by the Japs for the invasion of India, 
°U,000 corpses were counted on the battle 
fields. 

The military purpose sought by this 
winter project seems to be mainly the test- 
ing of equipment of various kinds under 
Severe climatic conditions. Civilians will 
be more immediately concerned in the 
novelty of the manoeuvre, and they will 
watch the progress of the “Musk Ox” 
contingent with lively interest. 
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Must Be a New Deal 


Premier Garson of Manitoba may not 
pose as a prophet, but he was making a 
Safe prediction when he told a Winnipeg 
audience “No matter what stand the prov- 
inces take at the (provincial-Dominion) 
conference, the pressure of events will] 
Sooner or later force them to co-operate 
with the Dominion in reaching an agree- 
ment.” 

Not necessarily, of course, the agree- 
ment now suggested. But some agreement 
under which responsibilities will be clearly 
defined, and each authority assured of 
revenue to discharge its responsibilities in 
a Way sallsfactory to the public. 

The root difficulty is that the provinces 
have undertaken and want to undertake 
more than they can handle with the 
money derivable from their present peace- 


time sources of revenue. The Dominion 
likewise has fixed obligations swollen by 
war, which now swallow up billions of 


dollars per year. 

Over the last fifty years we have had 
provincial-federa] conferences at intervals 
at which the standing question has been 
how the provinces or some of them could 
pry more money out of the Dominion 
treasury. Sometimes they all got more out 
of the “raid”; usually one or other whee- 
died something out of the nationa] cash. 
box, 

This cannot go on. It shouldn't go on 
even if that were possible. It has put the 
provinces in the position of mendicants, It 
has created friction between province and 
province, and between provinces and the 
Dominion. It has encouraged the raising of 
grievances as political “footballs”. It ob- 
viously has not helped to strengthen na- 
tional unity. It has not been satisfactory 
to either provincia! or federa] authority. 

The third party in this triangle is the 
taxpayer. He pays to both the Dominion 
and to the province in which he lives. 
Where these maintain duplicate services— 
and they always have maintained duplicate 
services in several departments—he has to 
pay twice. Where their responsibilities 
overlap he gets from neither the construc- 
tive administration he could otherwise get 
And he has never been favorably impressed 
by the unlovely spectacle of national and 
provincia] governments standing at logger- 


heads and occasionally jockeying each 
other for political advantage. 

It is time this loose-jointed arrange- 
ment was ended, and a clear line drawn 

tween the fields in which the federal 
and provincial authorities are to oper- 
ate. The public are entitled to know who 
they should praise or blame for what is 
done or not done. And to know that from 
one or other they get the maximum return 
for the taxes they have to pay. 

Mr. Garson is right in saying this re- 
alignment, jurisdictional and financial, 
cannot be indefinitely delayed. The tax- 
payer won't stand for that. He needs a new 
deal because he is going to have to fin- 
ance heavier obligations and larger social 
Services than ever before, He deserves it 
for the same reason, and will see that he 
gets it. 
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A Baited Trap 


It is easy to agree with the diplomatic 
observers in Washington who say the civil 
war in China would end soon if the United 
States and Russia were to declare a “hands 
off” policy and stick to it. 

It would likely end really with little 
more fighting. Realizing that they had the 
smaller battalions and no prospect of help, 
the Communist opposition leaders would 
probably stop stalling and make a com- 
promise settlement with Chungking. 

It is equally easy to foresee that the 
war threatens to go on indefinitely unless 
the two powers do proclaim their inten- 
tion to stand out. And no more difficult to 
See the danger that they may be drawn in 
if they do not proclaim such intention, 

As matters stand, it is to the interest 
of each faction to involve the power that 
is sympathetic to it. Both factions could 
adopt tactics which would make such in- 
tervention almost certain. 

__ Perhaps the news from Washington 
implies that an effort will be made by the 
United States to get Russia to agree to the 
“hands off” proposal. That is to be hoped, 
for China just now is the biggest th to 
Allied solidarity. And there are plenty 
more,

May Be on the Way Down, But It All Depends on the Results of the Dominion- 


Provincial Conference Which Opens at Ottawa on«November 26

THE TORTUOUS TRAIL of the 
Dominion Government's personal 
j income tax has reached a peak 100 
jtimes higher than the valley from 
which it started in 1917. 
| The meagre $7,972,890 gathered in 
\the fiscal year 1919, and represent- 
ing the first collections on the tax 
imposed in the 1917 war budget, 
represented only 3.41 per cent of 
|the gross revenue from taxation in 
| the Dominion. 
| In the 1944 fiscal year, collections, 
junder the load of Second World 
| War imposts, climbed to $813, 435,- 
/000, or 31.38 per cent of the gross 
| taxation revenue. For the year end- 
ed last March, incomplete totals 
| were $767,755,000, or 32.34 per cent 
of the gross tax revenue, 

In the first year of the tax, the 
Dominion reached into the pockets 
of the single man earning $2,000 a 
year and took one cent of every 
dollar he earned. Last year, they 
took 22 cents. 

Untii 1940, a married man earning 
| $2,000 without dependents escaped 
tax. Then the Dominion reached in 
and took 2.7 cents on every dollar. 
Last year, they removed 11.5 cents 
most of it at the source, just to be 
sure they got it. 

From the married man without 
dependents earning $8,000, the Dom- 
inion in 1917 took a mere three 
cents on the dollar. Last year they 
removed 34.7 cents 

And at the other end of the in- 
come scale, in 1917 a married man 
|without dependents receiving $200 
000 a year gave 21.9 cents of every 
| dollar to the Dominion on personal 
income tax. In 1945 the Dominion 
‘took 85.6 cents on the dollar. And in 
1940, if he happened to live in Al- 
lberta, while the Dominion took 
only 58.6 cents, the Provincial Gov- 
ernment took another 278 cents.
